March 5th marked the ninth anniversary 
of The Catholic Theatre of Detroit. Holy © 
Mass was celebrated by the retiring modera-: 
tor, Rev. Emmet A. Hannick, at his parish 
of St. Rose. Father Hannick has been the 
group's spiritual advisor since its found- | 
ing. A Communion Breakfast was held fol- , 
lowing the mass. | 


Rev. Edw. Majeske will be the new 
Moderator with the approval of Cardinal 
Mooney. Father Majeske is director of 
music and drama activities at Sacred Heart 
Seminary. 


Faced with financial difficulties at 
the conclusion of the 1947-48 season, the 
group decided to suspend its regular 
season of major productions at the Detroit 
Art Institute and to temporarily disband 
its Children's Stage. A housing problem 
made it difficult for sufficient space to 
continue the classes and other activities 
previously conducted for the youngsters. 


Adults and children united their efforts 
in a touring company to present "Lady of 
Fatima" throughout Detroit and other 
Michigan cities. A triple cast has made 
it possible to produce the play every week- 
end since early December. Two Saturday 
and two Sunday performances were given in 
most cases. The play is booked through 
the end of May with Sunday matinee and 
evening performances only. "Lady of 
Fatima" will have been presented in 19 
parishes for a total of 47 performances to 
an average weekend audience of 923 plus 
fifty or more religious. The production 
is under the direction of Maury F. Yenn. 
Miss Peggy Van Camp has handled production 
details and Mrs. Joseph Marshall the 
parish bookings. 


The theatre is out of debt and has a 
substantial bank account. The Children's 
Stage has been resumed under the direction 
of Viola Black with classes held every Mon- 
day evening. Plans are being formulated 
for a touring company of "Peg 0' My Heart”, : 
directed by John McCabe. Plans for next 
season include the touring company, a big

Sone directors, where all-female casts 
must be used, have been a mite hesitant 


‘about producing this play, especially 
because of the jail scene. 


Sister Mary 
Ransom of Nazareth College, Kentucky, 
sends these encouraging words: "I hasten 
to assure you that ‘Lady of Fatima' can be 


done successfully with an all-girl cast. 


I find that the jail scene characters are 


‘more convincing (played by girls) than 
‘are the fathers of the children. 


Naturally, all-girl casts will never be 


completely satisfactory but this fact 
should not prevent the presentation of so 
excellent a play as ‘Lady of Fatima'".

Sister Mary Donatus of Immaculata

"I saw 'the English sisters' in 
Rome; they wear a cream colored 
habit, much like the Dominicans, 
but their veil is the color of Our 
Lady of Lourdes' scarf. We made the 
costumes from unbleached cream 
colored muslin; when they were laun- 
dered they looked like fine white 
Serge; the veils were long, blue- 
green, almost to the feet in back 
and the coif was much like that of 
the Little Flower. On the scapular 
we appliqued a blue-green cross; 
the girls wore rings, too. Every- 
body liked it very much. It added a 
dash of color instead of the drabness 
of Black".
